As solid state items come 


more and more into use, the need for DC regulated voltages comes more and 
more into being. One of the slickest little items to hit the market lately 
are the new voltage regulators. They come in a variety of different pack- 
ages but the 7800 series in the inline 3 terminal package seems to be the 
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Most popular. They only cost 2 or 3 bucks, and all you have to do is 
stuff an unregulated DC into one pin = ground one pin and regulated vol- 
tage comes out the other pin. They will handle up to 1 Amp with suitable 


heat sink and can be had in practically any voltage you want, such as 5 
oF 12 Volts. 


All you do when you buy the little dude is specify 78XX and fill in the 
voltage that you want in place of the 2 XX's, such as if you want 12 volts 
then specify 7812. The regulation is fantastic out of them. For instance, 
with the 7812 you can put up to 30 volts into it with a huge ripple voltage 
and it comes flowing out at 12 volts as smooth as silk. The only thing 
that you need to remember is that the minimum input voltage (including 
ripple) is about 2 volts higher than the required output. Give one a try 
on your next project and I am sure that you will like it.

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ARRL NEWS - by Irv Ebel, W@KWV: FCC Commissioner ee E. Lee addressed 
the banquet gathering at the QCWA national convention in Orlando, Florida 
on October 26th, and in the process disclosed (for the first time offically 
to our knowledge) recommendations of the amateur subcommittee (W30KN, W4BW, 
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K4GTS, W1RU) making initial preparations for the 1979 World Administra- 
tive Radio Converence: (1) Return of the 160-meter band (2) Eliminate 
sharing in the 80-meter band (3) Expand 40 meters and eliminate sharing 
with hf broadcasting (4) Expand 20 meters and eliminate sharing with the 
fixed service (5) Expand the 15-meter band by 100 KHz (6) Establish new 
amateur bands at 10.1, 18.1 and 24 MHz. Please keep in mind these are 
only recommendations, and only in the initial stages of planning. Almost 
certainly, some of the other subcommittees will propose expansion for their 
services, and there is bound to be head-on conflict. It will be a good 
many months before these matters are threshed out. Meanwhile, it is most 
encouraging to note this substantial expansion of amateur bands proposed 
by the Government subcommittee working on the project. 


Although the exact text of new rules is not yet available, it is good news 
to learn that common sense prevailed in the Commission's consideration of 
Docket 19555, dealing with environmental protection, and that all those 
complicated and expensive make-work procedures in preparing for a station 
license application will not be automatically required of most of the Safe- 
ty & Special Radio Services (including us). It is our understanding that 
any "ordinary" tower (under 300 feet?) will not be covered by the rules. 

We can breathe a bit more easily.
